They  also 
help  these  new  freshmen  navigate  their 
new  surroundings  and  provide  them 
with  ready-made  support  among  the 
upperclassmen  for  those  first  crucial 
weeks  and  months  of  adjustment. 

Peer  Ministers  help  plan  and  run 
school  retreats  and  clothing  and  food 
drives  several  times  a  year.  They 
facilitate  adjustment  issues  during  the 
year  through  specially  prepared  lesson 
plans  prepared  in  Religion  classes.  This 
year,  the  Peer  Ministers  also  offered  a 
new  Evening  of  Reflection  in  Advent 
which  was  open  to  parents,  teachers, 
and  students.  They  were  also  invited 
outside  the  school  to  present  an  Evening 
of  Prayer  on  the  Biblical  Jubilee  to  80 
students  in  a  Braintree  Confirmation 
Program. 

Still,  probably  the  most  notable 
contribution  of  these  dedicated  school 
leaders  is  the  one-to-one  work  they  do  in 
locker  rooms,  hallways,  classrooms,  and 
at  lunch  tables  where  they  form  a  first 
line  of  defense  for  kids  who  are  hurting 
and  in  need  of  support.  Trained  in 
listening  skills  and  methods  of  conflict 
resolution,  the  Peer  Ministers  become 
the  "stars  among  stars"  that  their  shirt 
logo  suggests  when  they  communicate 
understanding,  compassion,  and  hope  to 
their  struggling  peers.

Whereas  recognition  of  the  inherent  dignity  and  of  the 
equal  and  inalienable  rights  of  all  members  of  the  human 
family  is  the  foundation  of  freedom,  justice,  and  peace  in  the 
world. 

Whereas  disregard  and  contempt  for  human  rights  have 
resulted  in  barbarous  acts  which  have  outraged  the  conscience

of  mankind,  and  the  advent  of  a  world  in  which  human  beings 
shall  enjoy  freedom  of  speech  and  belief  and  freedom  from  fear

Whereas  it  is  essential,  if  man  is  not  to  be  compelled  to 
have  recourse,  as  a  last  resort,  to  rebellion  against  tyranny  and 
oppression,  that  human  rights  should  be  protected  by  the  rule 
of  law, 

Whereas  it  is  essential  to  promote  the  development  of 
friendly  relations  between  nations. 

Whereas  the  peoples  of  the  United  Nations  have  in  the 
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Charter  reaffirmed  their  faith  in  fundamental  human  rights, 
the  dignity  and  worth  of  the  human  person  and  in  the  equal 
rights  of  men  and  women  and  have  determined  to  promote 
social  progress  and  better  standards  of  life  in  larger  freedom 

Whereas  Member  States  have  pledged  themselves  to 
achieve,  in  cooperation  with  the  UN,  the  promotion  of  unive 
sal  respect  for  an  obvservance  of  human  rights  and  fundame 
tal  freedoms. 

Whereas  a  common  understanding  of  these  rights  and 
freedoms  is  of  the  greatest  impoortance  for  the  full  realizatic 
of  this  pledge, 

Now,  therefore,  the  General  Assembly  proclaims  this
